Among the leading 
manual training schools that are 
arranging special exhibits are those 
of Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis and 
Toledo, tlie New York Trade B< 
the Carlisle Indian School, the Haiti- 
more manual training school, and 
Others, In these exhibits will bo 
shown the results of the Usual three 
years' course in the intermediate steps. 
Wood work and metal work by prize 
pupils will be a specialty. 

All the, fine art schools of the coun- 
try, including the Cooper institute, 
will be represented, showing not only 
the methods of instruction but the 
competitive work of pupils as well. 
The various schools of medicine will 
be liberally represented, as well also 
many colleges of pharmacy. The ex- 
hibit made by schools for defective 
s will be the finest oyer got to- 
gether. In no other department of 
education has there been such 

marvelous strides within recent years. 

Schools for the blind as well as for 

the deaf will have complete displays 
impetitive work of the pupils.

The beauty and usefulness of the 
sign language is that it can be used 
to convey ideas Io mankind generally.

The 
man breathed through a tube i 
ed in the operation of tracheotomy. 

He has recently acquired - 

with his windpipe closed. Dr. Solis- 
Cbhen is the throat Specialist of Jef- 
ferson College, and the operation of 
OUtUng away the larynx was per- 
formed at his clinic. The man on 
whom the operation was performed 
was then and is still an inmate of the 
Philadelphia Hospital. 

Six months after the operation was 
performed. Dr. Sobs-Cohen noticed 
the man making guttural sounds. 

Wondering how (hoy were made, 
he examined the movements of the 
man's mouth, and the process of the 
sound formation was explained. The 
man drew the air into his mouth and 
lown his throat to where it was sewed 
together, and then, OOmpressing it, 
forced it out between the throat mus- 
cles, which acting as the vocal chords, 
produced the sounds.

No mucus could possibly 
got down into the lungs, and I 
well pleased with the result of the 
dpemtion. Of course, I never antici- 
pated this curious result. The 
wounds healed nicely, and all com- 
munication between his bums and 
mouth ceased. One day about, six 
months ago, when I was talking to 
him in the hospital, 1 noticed hi 
attempting to talk, and 

ii.l- Asking 
him if he could do this at will, he re- 
plied that be could, and so I encourag- 
ed him to continue In 
gradually learned to use bis throat 
muscles with better results, and now, 
considering the condition he 
talks remarkably well.
